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Saturday’s recall election was 
brought about when a determined 
number of residents felt their wishes 
were being ignored by the school, 
and especially by the four trustees 
facing ouster. 

Originally there were five recall 
petitions being circulated, the fifth 
one against trustee Jack Bath, 


Some 10,470 notices went out from 
Romulus City Hall Monday and 
Tuesday notifying local property 
owners of the change in their 
assessment. More than three- 
fourths will receive a tax increase. 

The reassessment was held last 
year as a result of the city charter 
which stipulates the evaluation must 
be done very eight years. 

City Council voted in January, 
1977 to contract Wayne County 
Bureau of Taxation to do the job at a 
cost of $80,814.50. 

The notices sent out to each 
Romulus property owner compares 
last year’s state equalization value 
with this year’s state equalized 
value, which is up an average 9.1 
percent. 

City Assessor Dave Krause said if 


A fire which started in the 
manager’s suite kitchen destroyed 
five rooms Sunday afternoon at the 
Metro Airport Holiday Inn in 
Romulus, causing an estimated 
$150,000 damage. 

Romulus Fire Chief John Wilhide 
said the blaze, which also caused 
varying degrees of damage to 25 
other rooms, is of undetermined 
origin. 

According to Wilhide, the 
manager of the motel smelled 
smoke as she walked out of her of- 
fice. She saw smoke coming from 
the rooms about 200 feet away 

While employees started 
evacuating the rooms, she called the

Mike 
Woods was appointed to replace 
him. 

The two remaining trustees, 
Shirley Lombardi and Wayne Avery, 
stood steadfast against eliminating 
busing last fall and have not been 
named in the recall petitions. 


any notice has the wrong name, or if 
the property owner feels a mistake 
has been made, they should contact 
the city assessors office at 941-0666. 

Because it has been such a long 
time since Romulus has had its 
property assessed, most owners face 
a tax increase. Many homes have 
increased in value from 25 to 30 per 
cent, Krause pointed out. 

Of the 10,470 property owners 
notified, 2,469 had their taxes 
decrease, Krause said. 

But nearly 8,000 face an increase 
ranging from a few dollars up to 
$300, based on last year’s millage 
rate, which costs the taxpayer $63.96 
for each $1,000 of state equalized 
valuation (SEV). 

The new assessed value 
represents 50 percent of fair 


Romulus police department which 
sent three trucks from Station 2, a 
pumper from Station 3 and a pumper 
from Station 4. 

The five second-story rooms 
destroyed were in the center of the 
west wing which faces Wickham, 
near the Merriman Road 1-94 in- 
terchange.

But, even when busing was 
restored, supporters of the recall 
drive renewed their efforts and 
gained far more than enough 
signatures on petitions to bring 
about Saturday’s election. 

Three reasons have been listed on

Funeral services were held at 
Baum Funeral Home Friday af- 
ternoon for Clayton W. Meldrum, 
former director of the building and 
safety department in Romulus.

He was a member of the 
Romulus Planning Commission 
from 1974 to 1976 and was involved in 
the planning of the new international 
terminal at Metropolitan Airport. 

Hired by then Mayor Hyle Car- 
michael, Meldrum served in the 
building department from February 
1971 until August, 1973. He was in- 
strumental in preparing rules and 
regulations for electrical, plumbing 
and heating codes, and updated city 
codes for the growth of mobile 
homes. 


the ballot for recalling Budd, Silvey, 
Chandler and Christensen. Above 
each of the four trustees’ names on 
the ballot reads: “Reasons for 
demanding the recall of (Trustee’s 
name). 

Below that, the reasons given are: 

“1. He (she) failed to maintain 
and-or promote the physical in- 
tegrity of the above school district. 

"2. He engaged in, or condoned 
coercive methods in an attempt to 
obtain passage of millage. 

“3. He condoned beyond necessity 
in cutting necessary service; which 
resulted in a determental effect of 
the health and safety of the students 
in the above mentioned school 
district.” 

All four trustees facing recall 
charge that “the three reasons given 
are to general and vague to even 
respond to.” 

In fact, the four had not even 
responded at all until last week when 
they gave a signed statement to the 
Romulus Roman, the same 
statement printed on the ballot as 
“justification for his conduct in 
office.” 

“We definitely feel that this is 
politically motivated,” said one of 
the four trustees. 

On the other hand, the Romulus 
Roman was contacted by several 
persons who had taken petitions 
around to be signed. “That is not the 
truth at all,” one caller claimed 
emphatically. 

“I took petitions around to be 
signed and just as many Oakley 
backers as Trout supporters signed 
the petitions For that mater, no one 
even mentioned either man’s 
name,” the caller claimed. 

The trustees are using the cry of 
“politics” to cloud the issue, the 
caller emphasized. 


Nearly 30 Romulus residents were 
concerned enough to find out the 
condition of plans for senior citizens 
housing in the city. 

That’s how many turned out 
Thursday evening to hear an update 
by Leo Sklar, designated senior 
citizens housing developer. 

Sklar told the We the People 
audience that present senior citizens 
housing plans call for a high-rise on 
the property presently occupied by 
Romulus Elementary School. 

According to Sklar, options have 
been obtained on most of the 1.9 
acres adjacent to the elementary 
school and further action is con- 
tingent upon the school board selling 
the school to his company. The 
school is usedf now for the Romulus 
Adult Education Program. 

If the board does sell the school to 
Sklar’s group, he will apply for 
federal funds to build the senior 
citizens high-rise unit. The proposed 
sit e is bonded by Bibblins, Olive and 
Stering Streets, and the rear of the 


Meldrum worked for the Romulus 
Community Schools from Sep- 
tember, 1973 to January, 1976 as 
foreman of maintenance. 

“He was a valued employee while 
he was with the city,” said City 
Clerk Leonard Folmar. “He did 
quite a bit to get the department 
organized.” 

He was honored both as a ser- 
viceman and as a civilian for heroic 
acts of bravery in saving the lives of 
two men. During World Warr II , 
Meldrum won the Silver Star for 
saving the life of an officer. As^a 
civilian, he won the Carnegie Award 
for pulling a driver from a burning 
truck which exploded seconds later. 

Survivors include his wife, 
Margaret; a son, James Gent of 
Romulus; four daughters, Mrs. 
Ronald (Nancy) Daniels of 
Belleville; Donna Heimberger of 
Romulus; Mrs. Tom (Connie) Ward 
of Texas, and Linda Bacon of 
Brownstown; five brothers, five 
brothers, Charles, of New 
Baltimore, Clarence, of Cheboygan;

Another normally simple matter 
has become a bone of contention - 
restoration of 12 programs cut last 
fall. 

Monday night, the board tabled 
action on the recommendation of the 
citizen advisory committee to 
restore the dozen programs. Their 
action was remini nscent of that 
taken Feb. 13 when the board 
delayed voting on the matter to have 
time to study them in depth. 

School Board member Avery said 
he checked with city accessor Dave 
Krause and found that the state 
equalized valuation (SEV) figures 
for the Romulus school district 
presented by Supt. James Garfield 
and those given by Krause showed a 
variance of between $20-122 million. 

Garfield was not present at 
Monday night’s meeting because of 
illness. Asst. Supt. Marvin Fischer 
estimated the $22,000,000 SEV would 
be worth approximately $300,000 in 
taxes to the Romulus School 
District. 

Avery then moved to table action 
on restoring the 12 programs until 
next Monday night, Lombardi 
suDDorted it and the motion passed 
unanimously. 

“It’s not that we don’t want to 
restore the programs,” Avery said. 
“We do. But we also want to be sure 
that we have enough money to pay 
for them.” 

Saturday's election will settle the 
recall issue once and for all, and 
school business can get back to 
normal. 

Polls at the city’s 19 precincts will 
be open from 7 a.m. until 9 p.m. 
Saturday. Clerk Leonard Folmar 
said anyone wishing information 
about the recall election should call 
his office at 941-0666.

City Clerk Leonard Folmar also 
spoke to the group and told them 
that Romulus is behind in senior 
citizens housing programs because 
it is still a young city. 

“We’ve been pursuing senior 
citizens housing ever since we 
became a city in 1970,” Folmar told 
the audience which contained many 
of senior citizen age. 

“One day we’re a township, the 
next day we’re a city, so attention 
had to be given essential services 
first. Over the years, there have 
been a number of projects proposed 
for senior citizen housing which 
have not come to fruition, said 
Folmar, who has been city clerk 
since Romulus became a city in 1970. 

Now senior citizens in Romulus 
will have to wait and see the school 
boad approves selling old Romulus 
Elementary School and having it 
razed for a senior citizen high-rise 
housing complex.

UFO investigator wants to hear from you

If you’ve had a “dose encounter" 
with an unidentified flying object 
(UFO), or seen an unexplainable 
object hovering around the 
Belleville-Romulus area in recent 
weeks, there’s a UFO investigator 
who wants to hear from you. 

And he promises he won’t laugh at 
you, or call you a crackpot, or file 
your report in the wastebasket like 
some others might. 

He is Dr. Harry Willnus, a 
Romulus High School history and 
government teacher who is also an 
autorized investigator for the 
Illinois-based Center for UFO 
Studies run by Dr. J. Allen Hynek. 

Hynek is considered the foremost 
authority on UFO investigations, 
and he and his center are interested 
in the reported sightings that local 
authorities and the federal govern- 
ment either don’t want to hear about 
or don’t know what to do with. 

According to Willnus, who has 
taught at Romulus High School for 
17 years, and has been investigating 


sightings for about four years, the 
area is having a “flap’’ of UFO 
activity. 

The area from Toledo up to 
Brighton has experienced numerous 
sightings In the past few weeks, at 
least three in the Romulus-Belleville 
area alone, Willnus said. 

Now that the popular film “Close 
Encounters of the Third Kind” has 
brought UFO sighting reports out of 
the closet, he’s hoping that people 
will talk about them. 

In the past, persons who’ve seen 
the unexplainable have many times 
been afraid to report them to 
anyone. Scorn and laughter were 
oftentimes the response that those 
individuals received. 

He is asking that if you have seen 
something in the past few weeks, to 
writedown details of the experience 
and send them to him, care of the 
Romulus High School Social Studies 
Department. 

Persons with “close encounters,” 
meaning a sighting withing 500 feet, 
will probably be interviewed by him. 

He asks that details be included to 
tell the time and date, location, 


duration of the sighting, weather 
conditions, size of the object com- 
pared to a full moon, if there were 
any other witnesses, where it was 
viewed from, and what you actually 
saw. Include your name, address 
and phone number in case he needs 
to follow it up. 

Willnus writes up these episodes 
and sends his reports to the Center 
for UFO Studies in Illinois. 

Willnus became involved in the 
UFO phenonema after he saw Dr. J. 
Allen Hynek interviewed on the Dick 
Cavett televison show about four 
years ago. He had been interested in 
reports of UFOs since he was a 
child, and when Hynek said he was 


going to open the center, Willnus 
wrote and volunteered to help. 

Willnus carries an identification 
card from the center that states he is 
“technically qualified and is 
authorized to conduct UFO sighting 
investigations.” 

Willnus said he has never seen an 
unidentified flying object, but he. 
knows they’re out there and “I’m 150 
percent convinced we re being 
visited.” 

He said that years ago, the 
government used to “supposedly 
investigate UFOs,” but stopped in 
1969. Even before that, they did a 
poor job, Willnus said 

Their current sightings in the 


Romulus area began about three 
weeks ago, he said. He was driving 
home from work one evening and 
was listening toWJR radio, where 
listeners were calling in some 
sightings. One of those sightings 
came from a disc jockey driving to 
Metropolitan Airport in Romulus, 
and his call was put on the air, 
Willnus called home and managed to 
get part of that description record. 

Willnus said he also recently in- 
terviewed two park rangers, 
assigned to the Metropark in the 
Romulus area, who gave him a vivid 
account of a sighting on Feb. 8. They 
estimated they were about 150 yards 
away from the obiect. which 


hovered at tree level and emitted 
several colored lights. Willnus 
described their attitude as 
“awestruck.” 

The job as UFO investigator is 
strictly voluntary*, he said, and his 
own interest is purely based on 
curiosity in explaining the unex- 
plainable He firmly believes that it 
won’t be long before there is 
“positive proof of the phenomena. 

Already there are some 1,300 
landing traces that have been 
recorded, he said. A landing trace is 
physical evidence of the nearness of 
UFOs, such as broken branches, 
indentations on the earth, or burn 
marks.

More and more women are taking 
a leadership role in community 
affairs. 

Some do it militantly with an air of 
defiance. Others fit in naturally, 
assuming their role of authority 
while maintaining their feminine 
charcteristics.

A very personable, vivacious lady 
of 45, Mary Ann not only accepts her 
role as leader of the council, she 
relishes the position. 

In a recent interview, she spoke 
freely of her ideas and convictions 
concerning city government and its 
relationship to the people. 

She also listed some of the most 
pressing needs of the city, as well as 
defining her dual role of working 
mother and Mayor Pro-tern. 

During the day, she is a secretary 
at Hale Creek Elementary School in 


Romulus where she works for 
Principal Art McPharlin. Her duties 
there keep her in constant touch with 
the workings of Romulus Com- 
munity Schools and helps her 
achieve an overall picture of the city 
as a council person. 

Her husband, Bob, is manager of 
the maritime division of Osburn 
Trucking Company of Taylor. The 
Banks have three grown children, 
Diane, 19, who works at FX Coughlin 
Co. in Romulus; John, 22, who works 
full-time at AM General in Wayne 
and will soon complete his studies at 
Henry Ford Community College; 
and Marilyn, 24, a graduate of the 
University of Michigan. 

Her children, like Mary Ann, 
graduated from Romulus High 
School. Mrs. Banks graduated from 
high school in 1950 and later at- 
tended classes at Henry Ford 
Community College in Dearborn. 

After graduation, she worked as a 
secretary at the old Kaiser-Frazer 
plant at Willow Run. Mary Ann was 
married to Bob May 24, 1952 and 
looks forward to her 26th an- 
niversary.

Heart benefit 

Belleville area youngsters will “Swim for Heart” on March 4, dipping 
and diving into the Belleville High School pool to raise money for the 
Michigan Heart Association. 

Sponsor of the swim event is the South Wayne County Heart In- 
formation Center, the Michigan Heart chapter that serves the area in- 
cluding Belleville, Romulus, and Van Buren and Sumpter Townships. 
President of the chapter, and head of this fund-raising effort, is Belleville 
resident Dr. S. Phillip Grillo. 

The “Swim for Heart” is a state-wide event to supplement the funding 
of the heart information centers, which offer community services, 
education and aid research in heart disease. 

Many local students, from elementary to high school grades, will take 
part. Right now, those participants are busy getting pledges from 
sponsors who will promise to donate a certain amount ior each lap the 
youngsters swim. 

The students will swim for a maximum of one hour, between 9 a m. and 
1 p.m. on March 4. Spectators are welcome to cheer their swimmers on in 
the pool area, Grillo said. 

Depending on the skill and experience level of the swimmer, the 
students may go 10 to 100 lengths. Grillo said he has contacted swim 
coaches to enlist their help in informing youngsters of the event and in 
supervising the swimming. Coaches will be volunteering, along with 
Heart Association volunteers, to time, record and supervise the students. 

Grillo added that some adults are getting into the swim, too, and that 
their participation is welcome. 

Even if you’re not going to jump into the pool yourself, you too can give 
a hand to the cause by signing up to sponsor the swimmers Your 
iswimmer will come back after after the event to collect your pledge. 

Although the Michigan Heart Association gets some funding from the 
United Foundation, fund-raising drives such as these are important as 
supplements to keep services up for area residents, Grillo said 

He added that he hopes to raise between $1,500 and $2,000 through the 
“Swim for Heart.” 

The information center that covers this area has offices in Wyandotte. 
Residents in the service area are offered services such as CPR (cardio- 
pulmonary resuscitation classes), a speaker’s bureau, films and slides on 
heart disease such as hypertension, classes on past coronary care and 
pamphlets on a whole range of heart problems. 

Grillo added that he hopes to have between 70 and 100 swimmers on 
hand for the fund-raiser. As an incentive to the students, prizes will be 
offered in two age groups to those collecting the most money in pledges. 

The two age groups will be those youngsters 11 years old and younger, 
and those 12 and older. In each age group, three prizes are available.

More than 93 members of Com- 
munity United Methodist Church of 
Romulus will become saddlebag- 
carrying “trail bosses” and “route 
riders” this week and next in their 
church, s Pony express stewardship 
campaign. 

The Rev. Mr. Floyd Ellison, 
pastor, said the campaign this year 
is based on the same concept as the 
Pony Express of more than a cen- 
tury ago— teamwork. 

Roger bmitn, general manager of 
the campaign, said 10 leaders of the 
church have been designated trail 
bosses to supervise the relaying of 
the saddlebags to each of the 
church’s families on Pony Express 
“run” routes. 

Each saddlebag bears the names 
of 10 church families on the run 
route.

An e a s y - t o - 
understand booklet on 
working now is 
available through the 
Michigan Employment 
Security Commission 
(MESC). 

The booklet, “MESC’s 
Beginner's Guide to 
Work”, may be obtained 
through any MESC 
branch office and has 
been provided to 
libraries around the 
state, according to S. 
Martin Taylor, MESC 
director. 

“We published this 
booklet as a service for 
young people,” Taylor 
said. “Moving from the 
familiar world of 
classes and textbooks to 
the unfamiliar world of 
full-time work is a 
major life change. We 
think this booklet will 
make the change a little 
easier. 

“We expect it to be a 
helpful addition to high 
school counselors’ of- 
fices, as well.” 

The booklet offers 
MESC’s general 
preview of many of the 
expectations employers 
are likely to have of new 
workers and what they, 
in turn, can expect from 
their employers. 

It discusses the job 
contract, attendance, 
on-the-job behavior, 
employers’ obligations 
and payments to em 
ployees. 

It also includes a 
glosssary of 73 terms 
widely used by workers 
and supervisors, each 
briefly defined in ac- 
cordance with common 
usage. Some sample 
definitions follow: 

“Garnishment: A 

legal attachment to an 
employee’s wages to 
pay a debt owed by the 
worker to someone 
other than the em- 
ployer. 

“Job posting: Listing 
of available jqbs, 
usually on a bulletin 
board, so employees 
may bid for promotions 
or transfers. 

“Open shop:

Soil survey report for county available 


Wayne County officials have 
announced the availability of the 
first Wayne County Soil Survey 
Report since 1902. 

Officials say the report will be a 
“tremendous aid” to builders, 
engineers, planners, farmers, 
zoning boards, architects, in- 
dustrialists, environmentalists, 
scientists and others involved in 
land use decisions. 

Announcement that nearly 3,000 
copies of the 200-page report are now 
available was made by Donald D. 
Juchartz, director of the Wayne 
Ceounty Cooperative Extension 
Service, and Joseph Luellen Jr., 
district conservationist with the 
Wayne County Soil Conservation 
Service, U.S. Department of 
Agriculture. 

“This report should be in the 
hands of all people making land use 
decisions because it can help 


prevent costly mistakes in land 
development and save time by 
providing comprehensive pre- 
planning information, 1 ' Juchartz 
said. 

The report describes 41 different 
types of soils, ranging from sand to 
clay, and their locations in Wayne 
County. It includes a previously- 
unclassified variety found near 
Belleville and, therefore, named 
Belleville loamy fine sand. 

“We are urging interested in- 
dividuals to get a copy from their 
local library, but anyone involved in 
public land use decisions or major 
industrial, commercial or 
residential development is en- 
couraged to contact the Wayne 
County Soil Conservation Service in 
Westland for a free copy," he added. 

Juchartz said the soil report 


contains information that can be 
applied in managing farms and 
woodlands, in selecting sites for 
highways, pipelines, access roads, 
ponds, housing, and other struc- 
tures; and in judging the suitability 
of tracts of land for farming, in- 
dustry and recreation. 

“This report helps pinpoint the 
limitations of various soils so that 
developers, for instance, won’t build 
a dense subdivision on land with 
excessively high water tables," 
Juchartz added 

Luellen said the publication of the 
report climaxes a seven-year effort 
to survey and analyze the soils of 
Wayne County. 

“The major field work for this soil 
survey was completed in 1973 by the 
Wayne County Soil Conservation 
Service and the Michigan 


Ma Bell seeks input 
on information calls 


Michigan Bell has launched a 
statewide consumer program asking 
telephone customers what they think 
is the best way to solve t he problem 
of soaring 1 Directory Assitance 
costs. 

David K. Easlick, Michigan Bell 
president, announced that the 
program will include open public 
forums and meetings with consumer 
organizations and other community 
groups throughout the state. 

1 ‘T7iis is a new kind of effort by our 
company to find out what telephone 
customers themselves would prefer 
be done about a serious problem that 
we share," Easlick said. “Directory 
Assistance isn't free, it's really very 
costly and today everybody’s paying 
the same for it whether they use it a 
little, a lot or not at all." 

Easlick said customers will be 
asked to express their opinion on two 
options. 

One would be to retain the present 
method of spreading the costs of 
Directory Assistance evenly among 
all customers regardless of how 
often they use it

Senior citizens 60 years of age and 
older are eligible for free medication 
under a new drug service program 
initiated by the Wayne County 
Senior Day Center, 2345 Merriman 
Road, just north .of Michigan 
Avenue.

The otherwoiildestablish a charge 
for Directory Assistance based on 
usage. This second approach would 
result in lower monthly bills for 
most customers while heavy users 
would pay more than at present. 

Easlick pointed out that 21 other 
states have adopted charging plans 
and that nine out of 10 customers are 
saving money as a result. 

In contrast, because all Michigan 
Bell customers currently share 
equally in paying for Directory 
Assistance, the $27 million expense 
of providing the service in 1977 
actually cost each customer about 
$8.40 for the year. 

Easlick said if a charging plan 
were put into effect it would not 
apply to handicapped persons who 
have difficulty using telephone 
directories. He said Michigan Bell 
has worked closely with 
organization* representing the 
handicapped to develop a simple, 
dignified method of exempting 
them. Calls from coin telephones 
also would be excluded. 

He added that a charging plan 
would not be designed to increase 
Michigan Bell revenues. The 
company would benefit, he said, 
because a charging plan would tend 
to check the growth of Directory 
Assistance usage. 

“The main purpose simply would 
be to redistribute the co6t of 
Directory AaiteUftce so that only the 
heavy users would be charged while 
most customers would save,” he 
explained. “And an important point 
is that the savings refunded to 
customers would come primarily 
from less operator expense and less 
capital investment — not from the 
charge itself." 

Easlick said the cost of Directory 
Assistance has spiraled upward 
from $4 million in 1960 to last year’s 
$27 million and predicted that the 
xpense will more the an double to 
$35 million in the next five years. 

“It’s a serious cost problem, our 
customers ought to know about it, 
and we want to hear from them what 
they think ought to be done about it," 
Easlick said. 

He noted that Michigan Bell had 
twice been turned down by the 
Michigan Public Service Com- 
mission on proposals to charge for 
Directory Assistance. 


Easlick said he was certain 
Michigan Bell could satisfy any 
earlier concerns that had been 
raised about a charging plan. 

“The experience in the ulhei 
states shows that a charging plan 
works," Easlick said, “and our own 
studies show that it’s a small 
number of customers who are 
making most of the Directory 
Assistance calls." 

Although Michigan Bell has not 
decided to ask the MPSC for a 
charging plan, Easlick said the 
company would be guided by what it 
hears from customers in response to 
its new consumer program. 


Agricultural Experiment Station at 
Michigan State University," Luellen 
said. 

Half the $120,000 cost of the survey 
was granted by the Wayne County 
Board of Commissioner’s with the 
balance underwritten by the 
Department of Agriculture and 
MSU. 

“Following the creation of the 
Wayne County Soil Conservation 
District in 1969 (a state-funded 
agency), the Board of Com- 
missioners recognized the im- 
portance of this survey to the future 
growth of the county and agreed to 
provide partial funding," Luellen 
added. 

Luellen said when the field work, 
which covered 363 square miles, 
was completed, soil experts began a 
detailed analysis of the soils — in- 
cluding a comparison with national 
and international soil information. 
The results of that work, along with 
recommendations for use of the 
various soils, is contained in the new 
report. 

“In the past, all the soil knowledge 
we had wasn’t written down in any 
one place; most of it was in our 
heads," Luellen pointed out. 
“Whenever someone wanted to buy 
a piece of land for possible 
development or farming, an on-site 
soil investigation had to be per- 
formed to find out if it was 
suitable." 

“Land buyers still will have to do 
on-sate investigations for specific 


purposes — but the big ditference is 
that they won’t be wasting a lot of 
time looking at unsuitable land 
They will be able to go to the report 
and get detailed, well mapped pre- 
purchase information — and not 
spend a lot of time looking at land 
that doesn’t meet their needs," he 
said. 


The report also containes In- 
formation for health officials, 
sportsmen, and wildlife enthusiasts.

The United States Senate Commerce 
Committee will soon vote on 
legislation to set national standards 
for state no-fault auto insurance plans. 
That vote will determine if the entire 
senate will have an opportunity to vote 
on this important consumer 
legislation, and if no-fault insurance 
will take effect in all states. 

The no-fault legislation now in the 
commerce committee, was originally 
introduced in the Senate by the late 
Sen. Phillip Hart of Michigan in 1970. 

4 Sen. Hart’s original legislation was 
not acted on, and in 1971 he rein- 
troduced the measure in a modified 
form with Senators Warren Magnuson 
of Washington as co-sponsor. But, it 
was not until 1975 that the no-fault 
concept began to gain support. 

In April of 1977, identical no-fault 
bills were introduced in both houses of 
Congress. The new bills had evolved 
from Senate Bill 354 and House Bill 
9650, which had died in the preceding 
session of Congress. 

The renewed effort in Congress to 
gain support for no-fault auto in- 
surance legislation follows the 1977 
* study of no-fault by the U.S. Depart- 
ment of Transportation. That study, 
conducted on the basis of the ex- 
perience gained by the current 16 
states now operating with some form 
of no-fault auto insurance, concluded 
( that “no-fault was a success.” 

While the Department of Tran- 
sportation’s study pointed out problem 
areas with no-fault as it is currently 
being applied, the report concluded 
that none of the problems were con- 
ceptual; rather they were in the ap- 
plication of the concept. 

The hearings scheduled to begin this 
week by the Senate Commerce 


Committee on no-fault auto insurance 
will explore those problem areas and 
attempt to resolve them. 

But, within the volume of material 
to be utilized by the commerce 
committee, very little deals with the 
problem that the average insured 
motorist runs headon into when he is 
involved in an accident. 

The average motorist must carry 
some form of deductible collision 
coverage on his auto as an economic 
consideration. Since under no-fault, if 
the insured party does not carry 
collision coverage, his auto will not be 
covered in the event of an accident 
regardless of who was at fault, no- 
fault does impose an economic hard- 
ship on the motoring public. 

We feel that some modification of 
the no-fault concept is in order. 

It is both unfair and unreasonable to 
burden the motorist with the economic 
necessity of carrying collision 
coverage on an auto that may not be 
worth even the cost of the collision 
coverage, but could not be replaced. 

We feel that provision should be 
included in the proposed national no- 
fault legislation that would provide for 
the damage done to an auto, that was 
not the fault of the owner. 

Horror stories abound concerning 
the substantial loss of revenue ex- 
perienced by auto owners who may not 
have been in their auto when the ac- 
cident occured. 

What do you think?

Now is the time to let your 
lawmakers in Washington know how 
you feel about no-fault auto insurance. 


School board recall 


On Saturday, March 4, the citizens 
of Romulus are being asked to go to 
the polls and vote on the possible 
ouster of four school board members. 

The culmination of more than four 
months work by citizens of Romulus 
who feel that the four current school 
board members have been 
unresponsive to the community, the 
recall election will provide the 
residents of Romulus with an op- 
portunity to affirm or deny support for 
past and present school board action 

While we fully support the right of 
the citizens of Romulus to force the 
four school board members to stand 
for a vote of confidence, as it were, we 
urge each and every resident of the 
community to study the issues in- 
volved, and to then vote in a manner 
that would be in the best interests of 
the community at large. 

To that end, we make the following 
observations • 

The job of school board member is 
probably, hands down, the most 
thankless task devised by man. 

The school board member’s job is 
never short on responsibility, or long 
on praise, and the lire span or length of 
time that a school board member 
stays in that position is very short. 

Dealing with the future of the 
community’s children, often without 
the assistance of the community, it is a 
difficult task at best. 

Parents are always on guard lest 
their children be given less than their 
due, but those same parents are 


usually much too busy to attend im- 
portant meetings, where important 
decisions must be made. 

While this is no way should be 
considered a suggestion that the 
residents of Romulus should not vote 
in favor of the recall, citizens should 
remember that the task given to the 
school board members is not an easy 
one. 

Often in the past, school board 
members serving without any com- 
pensation have reacted poorly, but 
understandably, to the pressures of 
the job.

the Mayor 


Dear Romulus Resident: 

As I am sure you’re aware, the country 
is facing an energy crisis as a result of an 
83-day-old coal strike. To prepare for the 
possible resulting energy shortage, 
Romulus hosted a meeting last Monday 
with representatives of Detroit Edison and 
elected officials from several surrounding 
communities. At that meeting, the Edison 
representatives explained 

4 ‘EMERGENCY ELECTRICAL 
PROCEDURES” (EEP), ordered by the 
Michigan Public Service Commission 
because of potentially serious fuel shor- 
tages. 

Briefly, EEP calls for temporary, or 
“Rotational” interruptions of service by 
area circuits, identified by code. For your 
protection, the area circuits have been 
kept confidential, available only to Police 
and Edison officials. Should you wish to 


Know your individual code area, you may 
telephone Detroit Edison at 721-3000 or the 
Wayne County Sheriff at 721-2222. Any 
citizen with life-support devices in their 
homes should contact Edison for an 
exempt status and power will remain 
uninterrupted. 

If critical fuel shortages do occur, 
electric power will be interrupted for two- 
hour periods in our area. The interruptions 
will begin with a 90-secohd power outage, 
followed by a ten-minute return of power, 
before the two-hour outage begins. 

Advance scheduling will be attempted 
with the interruptions being announced 
via the news media. 

Detroit Edison is making every effort to 
inform and prepare us for any in- 
convenience caused by these rotational 
interruptions. It now becomes our duty as 



citizens to co-operate in ensuring the 
safety of our City, should the electrical 
outages become necessary. 

Here are some safety suggestions : 

1. Keep your automobile headlights 
clean at all time for increased visability . 

2. Exercise extreme caution when ap- 
proaching railroad crossings and traffic 
signals. 

3. Watch closely for school children and 
other pedestrians while driving at night. 

4. Report any serious dangers to health 
or safety services caused by the in- 
terruptions, either to my office or directly 
to Detroit Edison. 

It is our hope these measures will not be 
needed, but should they occur, your 
cooperation is vital.

Recall is 


Currently, as in the recent past, the 
specter of ‘recall’ has raised its ugly head. 
Along with the actual recall, or threats 
thereof, have come the anguished cries of 
those threatened elected officials. 

It seems that most elected officials feel 
that the constitutional provision for recall 
has come to be misused by the citizens. 
The argument coming from those ‘public 
servants’ seems to hinge on their feeling 
that a recall should only be permitted if 
and when an official has actually been 
found guilty of misfeaseance or 
malfeaseance in office. 

It is equally interesting to note, that 
those same elected officials who ap- 
parently fear the prospect of recall, make 
too small an effort to avoid the situations 
that could result in their recall. 

Admittedly, it may be expecting too 
much for elected officials of local 
governmental units to fully understand the 
fundamental operation of the political 
process, since most of those part-time law 
makers have other higher priorities. But, I 
feel that when the ‘hat goes into the ring,’ 
the books on the political process should be 
dusted off. 

To the “it just isn’t fair” comments 
coming from local officials when they find 
a recall election looming in their futures, I 
must reply. It is no more unfair for the 
citizens of a Democracy to seek the recall 
of elected officials than it is for those same

elected officials to support further limits 
on the right of the citizens to speak or be 
represented. 

It is no more unfair for the citizens to 
seek a recall than it is for our elected of- 
ficials to tell us that they have been elected 
to make the tough decisions for us, and if 
we don’t like it, we can vote them out of 
office at the next opportunity. 

In the final analysis, the very first recall 
election ever held, would not have been 
necessary if the targeted officials had been 
doing their job properly. 

And, doing the job properly means more 
than just not be guilty of breaking the law. 

It is a common phenomenon for elected 
officials to change following their election 
to office. The ‘ hell-ben t-for-leather,’ fire- 
breathing political reformer soon 
discovers some of realities of political 
life. The view from the top often is ob- 
structed by passing clouds, and sacrifice 
of principle often is the price paid for his 
lofty position. 

It is for those reasons that the cries of 
anguish coming from the targeted officials 
should not be responded to until all the 
facts are in. But whether the citizens 
seeking the recall are justified or not, is 
beside the point. 

The constitution of the United States has 
established that the citizens of this country 
will be governed only with their consent. 


How strange and out of place it becomes 
for elected officials to question the right of 
the citizens to seek their recall. 

And even stranger still, why an elected 
leader who has gained political office, 
would now favor the changing of recall 
laws, in order to make the process more 
difficult for the citizens to pursue unless of 
course, that official did not really un- 
derstand the political process to begin 
with. 

Show me then, an elected official who 
favors making recalls more difficult, and I 
will show you a man who should not have 
been elected to defend the democratic 
ideals that our country was founded upon. 

But, show me a man who would defend 
the right of the citizens to recall their of- 
ficials, and I will show you a man that 
deserves the public trust. 

Right or wrong, politically motivated or 
not, the right of the citizens in a 
democracy to seek the recall of their 
elected officials, is far more important 
than any of the rights of those persons 
entrusted with the elective office. 

There can be no compromise of this 
priniciple. 

Time after time, it has been established 
that the people of this country are really 
much smarter than their elected officials.

Not just talk

The very quality that distinguishes man 
from members of the animal kingdom — 
being able to communicate verbally with 
his fellows — also can be his undoing. 

How many times after tragic hap- 
penings such as murder, suicide or 
violence has one heard the comment: “If 
only he (or she) had talked to someone 
first” or “If only someone had been able to 
talk to him (or her) first.” 

What was implied in either case is, that 
if communication between the person 
responsible for death or injury to himself 
and - or others could have been made, then 
possibly the tragedy could have been 
avoided. That alternative surely is a 
distinct possibility. 

In the public school classroom are seen 
many youngsters with learning 
deficiencies brought on by lack of com- 
munication between their parents and 
themselves. The same pattern of lack of 
communication is carried over to the 
schools where only an alert teacher or 
administrator can make the difference 
between learning and not learning. 

Possibly, this same type of child or 
others, find it difficult to communicate 
with their peers at school or at play, set- 
ting up psychological blocks and 
frustrations that will continue to hamper 
them all through their adult lives. Again, 
lack of communication is the underlying 
cause for the latent troubles of these in- 
dividuals. 

In the area of marriage, verbal com- 
munications often spells the difference 
between a happy household and well- 
adjusted children all the way down the 
ladder to complete severance - divorce. 

A minister able to communicate with his 
congregation can perform wonders in 
contrast to one who is cold, aloof and 
foreboding. The communicative one is 
considered friendly, warm and com- 


and he is looked up to with awe and 
respect. A pastor who finds it hard to talk 
to his parishoners is often viewed with 
skepticism, even distrust, and few beat a 
path to his door in times of distress and 
need. 

A teacher who inspires her class with 
her warmth, her caring about their wants 
and needs, and whose daily instructional 
duties are enveloped in her sincerity to 
lead her charges is one that will succeed to 
a high degree in her chosen profession. 

And instructor who utters only those 
words that are used to teach his particular 
course, and who cannot bring it upon 
himself to discuss in a warm, friendly 
manner those personal little things his 
students are interested in and which cause 
him to deviate from a rigid teaching 
posture soon finds that he is in the wrong 
profession. He will find out very shortly 
that his success will depend directly upon 
his ability to communicate effectively with 
his pupils, not only on the subject matter at 
hand, but on topics concerned with the 
chores of daily living — the weather, 
politics, inquires on parents’ health, 
sports, students’ viewpoints, etc. 

A coach who cannot communicate with 
his football or basketball team usually 
finds himself on the end of a long losing 
streak. A salesman unable to talk to his 
customers soon finds himself in a different 
line of work. A lawyer who cannot com- 
municate with warmth and conviction is 
faced with a dearth of clients and certain 
failure financially. 

The list is endless. It is obvious that 
communication, primarily verbal, is of the 
absolute essence in whether the scale of 
life tips toward success or failure in the 
lives of members of the human species. 

It is one thing for man to have the ability 
to communicate with his fellow man, but it 
is another thing to be able to use and im- 
plement it effectively.

You will further note that inevitably it will 
be the wiper blade on the driver’s side 
which quits working. 

Your passenger is able to clearly to see 
ahead, while you must navigate by in- 
struments, prayer, and hope. 

The second part of this law says that as 
the blade on the driver’s side begins its 
expiration, the initial malfunction occurs 
directly in your line of vision. That is, the 
top and bottom of the windshield will wipe 
clean, but the area through which your 
eyes view the road will be blurred. And it 
doesn’t matter that you are 6 feet two or 
five feet two, the gremlin of wiper blades 
is flexible and will do his best to frustrate 
you beyond any hope of redemption.

Cooking spree: 


Counterpoint: Haven 


for area's runaways

More than 500 youngsters, most 
between the ages of 12 and 17, have 
found haven at the Counterpoint 
runaway shelter in Inkster since the 
center opened its doors \Vi years 
ago. 

Those young people have come 
from as far away as New York and 
Georgia, but most have been the 
confused and frightened children of 
your neighbors right here in Western 
Wayne County. 

A large number of those runaways 
have been from Inkster, Westland, 
Wayne, Romulus and Belleville 
area, Canton and other neighboring 
suburban communites 

The statistics compiled by Bar- 
bara Bergman, community 
outreach coordinator, span from the 
founding of the shelter in late July 
1976, until Feb. 1 of this year. 

The numbers show that 536 youths 
have come to Counterpoint, and 
arriving there have been able to stop 
running. The shelter allows the 
young people — average age is 14 or 
15 — safe temporap' lodging while 
they work with trained staff to ex- 
plore ways they can resolve conflicts 
with their families. 

They confront the problems by 
dealing with the reasons that caused 
the youth to run. Young people 
arriving at the center must contact 
their parents within 24 hours. — 

The shelter is operated through 
grants administered by the Out- 
Wayne County Youth Services 
Coalition. Many persons on the staff 
are volunteers. The shelter always Is 
open. It is located at 715 Inkster 
Road, in the building formerly used 
as a convent by St. Norbert Church. 

Counterpoint statistics detail just 
where those 536 youngsters came 
from. Records show 36 from Inkster, 
39 from Westland, 10 from Wayne, 11 
from Romulus, five from Van Buren 
and Belleville and six from Canton. 

Last July, a second youth ad- 
vocacy program was started by the 
Out- Wayne County Youth Services 
Coalition. It is called the Status 
Offenders Alternative Program 
(SOAP). The aim of that program 
was and is to help those young 
runaways who need a place to go, 
but for longer than the two week 
maximum at Counterpoint. These 
are the youths that are often taken to 
Wayne County Youth Home for such 
"status” offenses as truancy, being 
incorrigible, running away, and 
other non-criminal - delinquent of-~ 
fenses. 


The premise is that these youths 
should not be sent to the youth home 
simply because there is no other 
place to put them. 

SOAP began recruiting and 
training foster families in the area to 
ooen their homes to the youngsters 
for a short time, again while coun- 
selors worked with the youth and 
family to either bring about a 
reconciliation or permanent 
solution. 

Since its inception, SOAP has 
served the same Wayne County 
area, particularly Western Wayne 
County communities listed earlier. 

At the moment, a push is on to find 
volunteers who would be willing to 
donate some hours to the Coun- 
terpoint shelter, Ms. Bergman said. 

She and her staff will spend the 
first three weeks in March accepting 
applications and interviewing 
those interested in volunteering for a 
specific list of positions. 

Once volunteers are picked, 
classes will be held at the end of 
March to acquaint them with the 
agency, its goals and structure. 


The following are the positions 
which need to be filled by volun- 
teers: 

— Special projects leaders, people 
who can instruct in one or several 
craft areas, who have skills in 
leading discussions, can plan and 
lead field trips or share other skills 
with young people. Since residents 
are at Counterpoint only two weeks, 
Drograms can be repeated. 

— General house "coverers”, 
needed to regularly assist in 
supervising the residence, or be on 
call when needed in an emergency. 
These volunteers would be involved 
in the entire range of house ac- 
tivities from cooking to answering 
the telephone to "just being there” 
to listen to the young people. 

To volunteer, send a note to 
Counterpoint stating your skills and 
areas where you would like to 
contribute, as well as the amount of 
time you could volunteer. 

Volunteers will be asked to 
commit themselves to a series of 
three classes consisting of an 
orientation to Counterpoint 
program.

County develops package 

/ 

to generate $75 million 


A package of requests that would 
generate nearly $15 million to 
relieve Wayne County’s financial 
crisis has been submitted to state 
lawmakers from the county for their 
consideration. 

John Barr, chairman of the 
County Board of Commissioners, 
sent the “legislative action 
program” to 13 state senators and 35 
state representatives whose 
districts cover the county. 

“The basic cause of need,” he 
wrote them,” is the fact the county’s 
costs have increased nearly 40 
percent in five years while property 
tax revenues have risen only 15 
percent. 

As an example, Barr cited the fact 
that the county’s annual criminal 


justice system costs for courts, 
Prosecutor, Sheriff and related 
programs have jumped from $40 
million to $80 million during the 
period. 

Wayne County finished last fiscal 
year with a $13 million deficit, which 
required extensive cutbacks in this 
year’s budget. 

Failure to realize “significant 
additional revenues” could force 
further cutbacks in county services, 
Barr warned in commenting on the 
county’s appeal tothe state. 

The county package includes a 
request for a special $2,800,000 
emergency grant to restore full 
funding for law enforcement 
programs. They include the 
Organized Crime Task Force, the 
Sheriffs Metro Narcotics Squad, 


Helicopter Patrol and Township 
Road Patrol, plus the Prosecutor’s 
Repeat Offenders Bureau, Con- 
sumers Protection Agency and 
Management Information System. 

State reimbursement for $6.8 
million in costs for Circuit and 
Recorder’s Court probation services 
also is sought. 

Another $3.2 million would be 
generated by increased fees for 
various county services such as 
issuance of marriage licenses. 

The package includes a $1.7 
million grant to fund the operating 
deficit of the Reuther Extended Care 
Facility at the county hospital for 
the first half of this year. The 
Senate-passed grant is expected to 
be approved by the House “any day 
now,” Barr reported.

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The Fogcutter in Ypsilanti

The Fogcutter Restaurant is located at 3011 E. 
Michigan Avenue, just three miles east of Ypsilanti. 
But for all you could imagine, you could just as well 
be walking into an early English atmosphere for the 
treat of your life. 

A well-known actor in all of his television com- 
mercials invites you to visit England and see and 
experience some of the pleasures that some of your 
ancestors did possibly centuries ago. Well now, you 
need go no further to visit than the Fogcutter and 
experience for yourself why this restaurant is 
catching on so rapidly. 

The owner is Howard C. Parsons, and at first 
glance, his tall, slender build, slightlv graying hair 
and distinguished appearance makes your mind 
start to wander and visions of a movie star pop into 
your head. ...“He looks just like”.... Well, you’ll just 
have to go to the Fogcutter and see for your- 
self.. this dashing young man who has created a 
boyhood dream-come true for himself. 

Parsons, prior to owning the Fogcutter, ownea 
and operated many of the hoagie shops in the Yp- 
silanti-Ann Arbor area and by original vocation of 
developer and builder, he decided to design and 
build the Fogcutter to remind himself of the time he 
spent in England. ..and how it impressed him so... 

Currently a resident of Ypsilanti with his wife, 
Doris, and son, Vaughn, Howard put the Fogcutter 
together four years ago, and his rise in the 
restaurant business has begun to shine brighter and 
brighter each day. 

During World Ward II Howard served with the 8th 
Air Force in England and acquired his desire to 
some day provide to the American people what he 
loved about England... and its dining habits. 

Many friends and relatives now live in London, 
including Howard’s son Colin, daughter-in-law Pat 
and granddaughter Lisa. And his yearly trips there 
combine pleasure with business as Howard visits 
and observes many of the English restaurants. He 
also photographs the fronts of some of the pubs for 
new ideas he might incorporate into the Fogcutter. 

Howard has lived in Colorado and Washington 


state and graduated from Kinman University in 
Spokane, Wash., in 1950 with a degree in business 
administration And after being in this area since 
1951, some 26 years of being a successful and honest 
businessman has paid off. One of his goals is to 
increase the challenge of being successful, and the 
future for the Fogcutter is to redesign the entire 
interior to a seafood decor, with ships, oceangoing 
vessels and all the items that make you believe that 
once left Michigan Avenue, you would truly be in 
Merry Old England. 


The lounge and main dining room accommodate 
150 people, with a banquet room that holds another 
100 people. The decor includes mahogany tables 
and captain-style chairs, for comfortable dining. 
The tablecloths are unique and are in an early 
English motiff. The ceiling is in a richlooking ac- 
coustical tile, designed to keep the noise level at a 
minimum. Large Tiffany lamps light the Fogcutter, 
and the wall lighting is done with a coach-style 
effect that compliments the entire building. 

The carpet is multi-colored in shades of rust and 
gold, and the walls are richly paneled in early 
English barn board of grey tibbetts, with one wall 
covered in a pattern similar to the tablecloths. The 
main dining room has heavy beamed, crossbar 
archways to separate the two sections of the room. 
And iron lattice grill work also compliments the 
decor as does the large ship on the main wall of the 
entranceway. There are old English sailing vessels, 
ships’ wheels, crests and coats of arms and many 
other interesting works of art. 


The chef for the Fogcutter brings some 20 years of 
planning, and creting some of the world’s best 
culinary delights. Maxine Minnick, formerly a farm 
girl from Convoy, Ohio, owned the Lighthouse at 
Gark Lake for four years and was chef at the Viking 
Steakhouse for 11 years, at the Seafood Image for 
five years and at Vigo’s, Habbs and Rogalles for a 
period of time. 


And her expertise in food preparation is mar- 
velled by many other restaurant owners, as well as 
by satisfied customers who return time and again 
for her food. 


Howard and Maxine purchase only fresh foods, 
and the seafood is brought in twice a week to insure 
the quality and freshness. 

The lunch menu is from 11 : 30 a m. to 4 pm every 
day and includes a smorgasboard of all you can eat 
for $2.95 — goulash, pork chops, Salisbury steak, 
veal cutlets, lasagne, short ribs, barbequed 
chicken, and salad bar of lettuce, tomatoes, hot and 
mild peppers, cole slaw, chi-chi beans, and three 
types of dressing, as well as delicious tapioca 
pudding. Other menu items are prime rib sandwich 
($4.75), sizzler steak ($4.25), one-third pound 
ground round with chips ($1.35), meat loaf ($2.75), 
deep fried or broiled scallops on fried rice ($3.50) 
broiled or deep fried perch ($2.90). 


And a variety of sandwiches from grilled cheese 
($1.50) to an open-faced steak sandwich with french 
fries ($4.25). Salads range from small green (50 
cents) to a large green with ham and cheese ($3.25) 
to large green with shrimp ($3.75) and shrimp 
cocktail ($2.75). 

The dinner menu starts at 4 p.m. and the 
smorgasbord of all you can eat for $4 65 includes 
salaa bar, soup, mashed potatoes and gravy 
dressing, french fries, roast beef, ham, barbequed 
chicken, veal cutlets, chopped sirloin, swiss steak, 
short ribs and specials. Other dinner menu items 
include all kinds of seafood - deep fried scallops 
($4.95), frog legs ($5.75), Alaskan king crab lees 
($7.95) and all kinds of 
beef steak from ground round ($4.50), 
New York strip ($6.95), London broil ($6.75) and 
prime rib ($7.25) to baby beef liver ($4.50). There’s 
also beverages - coffee, tea, milk, etc. All types of 
mixed drinks are available, including most beers, 
and are moderately priced. 


DINNER AT THE FOGCUTTER: 


SALAD BAR... crisp green lettuce, juicy red 
tomatoes, hot and mild peppers, chi-chi beans and 
the blue cheese dressing was excellent. It was 
topped off with salad croutons. Superb salad bar, 
including garlic toast and a soft cheese spread that 
was delicious beyond words. 

BROILED LOBSTER TAILS... Two larce Maine 
tails served with drawn butter and lemon. The faky 
white meat was done to perfection, not mushy, and 
dipped in the butter that was constantly heated by 
the candle holder, was outstanding. 

LONDON BROIL STEAK. .. A 12-ounce steak 
marinated in a special sauce, topped off with pieces 
of mushrooms... Was excellent in quality and 
freshness. You can really tell the difference bet- 
ween frozen and fresh food, when prepared in such 
an excellent manner. The sauce tasted somewhat 
like a barbeque in a mild fashion, and Howard 
Parsons, with a large grin, explained that it’s a 
trade secret . ..Secret or not. it was super... 

A loaf of freshly baked bread also was brought out 
on a breadboard, and if you can recall what good 
homemade bread tastes like.. .it simply melts in 
your mouth 

Being very full and contented, I sipped the coffee 
to discover the brew was very good and mild, no 
bitter taste at all. 

After talking with the Englishman again, I asked 
for a pina colada, and it went down rather smooth 
and topped off a perfect evening. 

From the outside, the Fogcutter looks like just 
another place to eat out, but for a treat. ..for an 
English treat ..for the dashing charm of Howard C. 
Parsons, and for a chance to see who he really looks 
like, be sure to bring your autograph book... you’ll 
need it to get his signature... And write yourself a 
note to tell others about the fantastic English 
restaurant you have discovered.... The Fogcutter.

Luis Bunuel at 77 
years of age is a 
remarkable man. He is 
remarkable because he 
is a maker of films that 
to some viewers are 
ambiguous, as far as 
our common concept of 
conventional lineal 
story structure is 
concerned. Americans 
shrug their shoulders 
and shake their heads 
and label Bunuel as 
enigmatic, a definite 
luxury in this society. 
Most people in the 
crowded Friday night 
audience of the 
Prudential Town Center 
Theater voiced critical 
comments of “I don’t 
understand” and “what 
is Bunuel talking about 
anyway?” 

Fair enough. ..But 
Bunuel is not a lit- 
erary story-teller as 
are most of the directors 
who are using the 
medium today. He is a 
true artist; he is 
cinema. As an artist, 
Bunuel has brought to 
the screen his thoughts; 
his impressions; his 
feelings and his 
development as a man 
in society and life. If you 
trace his career from, 
M Un Chien Andalou” 
(1928) to “Belle de 
Jour” (1966) to “That 
Obscure Object of 
Desire” (1977) you will 
see one clear 
evolutionary line as 
Bunuel develops from 
personal awareness to 
social awareness. 

You cannot categorize 
a man like Bunuel; you 
cannot package him. 
You can only speak of 
his films in what they 
mean to you and you 
alone. You cannot speak 
for other people. 
Therefore, the 
knowledge and thoughts 
that are drawn from the 
images, dialogue and 
structure of a Bunuel 
film differ completely 
with each individual 
who perceives it. 

That is why, in an age 
of mass productions and 
standardization, in- 
dividuals like Bunuel 
seem like such enigmas. 
He uses the medium to 
create his own personal 
environment which, 
because of the nature of 
the medium, he chooses 
to share with anyone 
who cares to become 
involved. Our 
gut-reaction to oldgut- 
reaction to that 
environment will 
depend upon how we 
approach it, and the 
extent and quality of 
our own intelligence. 

Many people ap- 
proach every film with a 
set of pre-packaged 
ideas which can only 
relate to stereotyped 
products. Anything new 
or original tends to 
provoke a negative 
response. For true 


Bunnel: True artist. . .Is cinema 


enjoyment with Bunuel 
you need a new set of 
ground rules. 

Let us establish from 
the start that Bunuel 
films have a freshness 
of invention. A 
frankness of gaze, a 
clarity of expression 
and a quality of en- 
chantment, that deter 
us from satisfying 
ourselves with only 
their surface value. 

The concept of “That 
Obscure of Desire,” is 
basically simple. ..The 
age old story of awealthy 
older man’s obsession 
with a young attractive 
girl. The story begins 
with Mathieu, a rich 
middleaged traveler, 
boarding the Seville-to- 
Parts train and, upon 
spotting a bruised and 


battered young woman 
standing on tie platform, 
quickly douses her with 
a pail of water. 
Returning to his first- 
class compartment, he 
observes that his 
traveling companions 
are puzzled by his 
strange behavior. Ex- 
plaining that she is “the 
worst of all women,” 
Mathieu, impeccably 
played by Fernando 
Rey, unfolds his tale via 
flashbacks of his 
strange odyssey of 
sexual frustration. 

The object of his 
desire is Conchita, a 
young beautiful Spanish 
dancer, who Mathieu 
first met when she was 
his maid. Throughout 
the film Mathieu 
chases, supports and 
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finally lives with, this 
elusive dream. 
However, stating that if 
“I gave in, you wouldn’t 
love me anymore,” 
Conchita remains to 
Mathieu’s frustration 
and exhaustion. ..a 
virgin. 

Meanwhile, modern 
day terrorists, hijackers 
and kidnappers blast 
away at our violent 
world trying to find 
their own concept of 
personal victory. 
Consequently they are 
no more successful in 
achieving their goal 
than Mathieu. 

Two remarkable 
gifted performers. 


French Carole Bouquet 
and Spanish Angela 
Molina, play Conchita, 
as creatures of both 
their personalities and 
their times. It is due to 
Bunuel’s genius that he 
cast two basically 
different actresses to 
play the same role, one 
chosen for her femininity 
the other for her sen- 
suality. It is ac- 
complished with such 
balance and direction 
that the difference is 
completely acceptable. 

Fernando Rey 
probably portrays 
wealth and breeding as 
well as any actor gives a 
subtle, perceptive and 


sensitive performance 
in a demanding role. 

Production work is all 
first class: Edmond 
Richards flawless 
camera; gorgeous 
Eastman color; Helene 
Plemiannikov adroit 
editing; fine post 
production work plus 
the writing genius of 
Bunuel. 

Bunuel not only 
directs his 34th film, but 
also wrote the 
screenplay in a crisp 
style that makes his 
images speak as in- 


telligently 
characters. 

The most engaging 
aspect of Bunuel's 
cinematic style is his 
nonchalance with which 
he shifts from realism to 
dreams to symbolism, 
as though all of them 
were really the same. 
He has the ability and 
talent to look at 4 the 
absurd, the beautiful 
and the bizarre with 
the same detached point 
of view. 

The film is rated R.

Students meet drama 


Students at Mt. Pleasant 
Elementary School in Romulus were 
entertained royally Feb. 16, when a 
troupe of traveling drama students 
from Eastern Michigan University 
paid a call. 

Lead by Judy Allen, the company 
is part of Project DO: Dramatic 
Outreach, a community service 
activity of the department of speech 
and dramatic arts of EMU. 

As they were seated in a theater in 
the round fashion on the floor of the 
school gym, the students were 
literally captivated by several short 
skits and drama presentations. 


Many students recognized fables 
and stories they had read. After the 
program teachers were given a 
pamphlet of followup activities to be 
used in the classroom. 

The program was another in a 
series sponsored by the Mt. Pleasant 
PTO. The concept of the monthly 
programs is to provide and expose 
students to various forms of en- 
tertainment. 

Other programs have included 
full-length movies and the Bixby 
Marionette Players. Charlotte Price 
and Alice Asher are the program 
coordinators. 


Much of the success of Eastern 
Michigan University’s new Prime 
and Players dinner theatre can be 
attributed to the culinary talents of 
James Mathias and his staff. 

Since the dinner theatre opened 
Feb. 3, patrons reportedly have 
enjoyed their gourmet meals, which 
include quiche lorraine, prime ribs 
of beef, Rock Cornish game hen and 
trimmings with fanciful names. 

And the man behind these 
epicurean delights is Mathias, 
director of Eastern’s McKenny 
Union and conferences. Mathias has 
taught a staff, whose primary 
responsibility was to feed scores of 
residence hall students, the art of 
preparing fine food from scratch. 
Then he helped create an at- 
mosphere conducive to prime 
drama. 

“This is fairly sophisticated food 
service for dinner theatre,” Mathias 
said. “It’s more of a gourmet fare 
than what I would call a traditional 
dinner theatre. Many dihnner 
theatres are buffet style and the 
emphasis is on quantity rather than 
quality. We wanted to give people a 
quality fare. 1 ' 

Served on Noritake china by 
waiters and waitresses, Mathias’ 
meal has proved popular with 
theatre goers, who filled Eastern’s 
Hoyt Conference Dining Center to 
capacity during the production’s 
month-long run of "Anatol.” Many 
people, he said, came to the campus 
for the first time to see the show, 
sample the spread and sip the wine. 

"Getting people to the campus is 
important, but our responsibility 
once you get them here is to im- 
presss them beyond their ex- 
pectations. It’s our job to make them 
remember it — but remember it 
well.” 

Mathias has taken many positive 
aspects of the many dinner theatres 
he has attended and made them an 
integral part of his own. Seating, for 
example, is intimate, with no table 
more than 40 feet from the stage. 
Seating includes many tables for 
two, with plenty of elbow room 


oe tween tables (the room itself has 
table settings for 80). 

"The idea of those private tables is 
so that you can have that 'intimate 
experience’ with whomever you’re 
with,” he said. 

Mathias earned his wings putting 
on a dinner theatre spread at Mercy 


College in 1973, where he brought in 
a professional company and con- 


verted an old storage room to start 
the Dinner Theatre of Detroit.

Family car may be 
$542 tax deduction 


The family automobile could 
provide a $542 deduction on 1977 
federal income tax forms for some 
Michigan motorists, according to 
Automobile Club of Michigan. 

“That figure would apply in the 
case of a person who purchased a 
new automobile for $5,500 at the 
beginning of last year, financed 
$3,000 of the purchase price for 
three years at 10 percent annual 
interest and drove the car at least 
10,000 miles strictly for pleasure,” 
said Auto Club Touring Manager 
Joseph Ratke. 

The 4 percent state sales tax paid 
on the new car would provide a $220 
deduction, and first-year interest 
would be $272, Ratke noted. If the 
car achieved the federally man- 
dated 18 miles per gallon, it would 
consume 555 gallons traveling 10,000 
miles, with deductible Michigan gas 
tax of 9 cents per gallon, or $50. 

State gas taxes, sales tax and loan 
interest on a car are just three 
allowable deductions for motorists 
who file the long federal tax form. 

Others listed in the Auto Club 
booklet, “Automobile Income Tax 
Deductions,” include finance 
charges on purchases of gasoline, oil 
or accessories; unwillful damage to, 
or loss of, an automobile not covered 
by insurance in excess of $100 per 
incident and any unreimbursed 
expenses for charitable services. 

Auto Club points out that auto 


travel expenses for personal, 
medical or dental services also may 
be claimed, if the taxpayer’s total 
annual medical bills exceed 3 
percent of gross income. In addition, 
auto insurance premiums for per- 
sonal protection medical coverage, 
along with other medical insurance 
premium expense, can be deducted 
up to $150. 

A standard rate of 7 cents per 
mile, plus any parking fees or tolls, 
may be used to figure deductions for 
charitable contributions and per- 
sonal medical expenses, in lieu of 
itemizing actual costs. 

If a car is used for busines, the 
following are deductible, in whole or 
in part, depending upon the extent of 
business use license plate and driver 
license fees, auto insurance 
premiums, depreciation, cost of a 
court judgment for damages due to 
negligent driving by the taxpayer, 
gas, oil, accessories, lubrication, 
maintenance and repair charges, 
loss on sale of automobile, garage 
rental, parking and toll charges and 
cost of auto club memberships 

Instead of maintaining detailed 
records itemizing business costs, a 
person may take a standard 17-cent- 
per-mile deduction for the first 
15,000 miles and 10 cents per mile in 
excess ofthat. 

A log should be kept of mileage, 
parking and toll charges ac- 
cumulated for charitable, personal 
or business use.

Mahalak achieves 
amended HB 4491 


State Rep. Edward E. Mahalak 
(D-38th District) has successfully 
amended House Bill 4491 to control 
hospital construction so it would not 
prevent the building of veterans 
hospital facilities in the state. 

The bill would prohibit certificates 
of need for hospital construction 
from being issued in areas with an 
excess of hospital beds, as deter- 
mined by the Deparment of Public 
Health and the State Health Plan- 
ning and Development Agency. 

The Mahalak amendment 
exempts state or federal veterans 
hospital facilities. 

“Although I do agrefe with the 
intent of the bill, which is to prevent 
unneeded hospital construction, I 
was concerned that it might prevent 
the construction of veterans ad- 


ministration hospitals in Michigan. 
Those facilities are specifically for 
veterans; and they should not be 
classed with other hospitals." 

Mahalak is chairman of the House 
Appropriations Subcommittee on 
Veterans and Military Affairs and 
was for many years chairman of the 
House Military and Veterans Affairs 
Committee. 

“There is some question,” he said, 
“as to whether this legislation, as 
originally introduced, could in- 
terfere with Veterans Ad- 
ministration construction in 
Michigan, such as the planned 550- 
bed medical and surgical VA 
Hospital in Detroit, but the 
possibility exists that it could.

A bill to protect 
consumers who pur- 
chase “lemon" 
automobiles has been 
passed by the State 
Senate Judiciary 
Committee. 

The measure, known 
as the “auto lemon bili” 
and sponsored by State 
Rep. Perry Bullard of 
Ann Arbor, would alter 
the holder-in-due-course 
doctrine. The doctrine 
allows banks to reposess 
a car, even if it is a 
lemon, if the car buyer 
withholds payment in 
order to get repairs. 

Changing the “holder- 
in-due-course’ ’ will give 
car buyers a legal 
defense for withholding 
payment. 

“This will give the 
consumer financial 
leverage against the 
few auto dealers who 
are unscrupulous," 
Bullard said. 

The bill is a repeat of 
legislation which was 
defeated by a single 
vote in the Senate last 
year. Sen. Anthony 
Derezinski (D-Westem 
Michigan), who will 
lead the Senate fight for 
the auto lemon bill, was 
pleased with the 
committee’s action. 

He said: “A great 


deal of effort went into 
the nearly-successful 
attempt for Senate 
passage of this bill in 
our last session. I feel 
this year we will be 
successful, and I am 
prepared to make the 
maximum effort for the 
passage of this badly- 
needed legislation.” 

The Federal Trade 
Commission already 
has modified the 
“holder-in-due-course” 
doctrine, but its 
regulations are being 
challenged in court by 
the National 

Automobile Dealers 
Association. As a result, 
the FTC has recom- 
mended that states pass 
laws similar to 
Bullard’s measure to 
ensure that consumers 
are protected. 

The bill is strongly 
supported by the 
Michigan Consumers 
Council, United Auto 
Workers, the Michigan 
AFL-CIO, and other 
consumer groups 
throughout the state. 

“The battle lines are 
clearly drawn on this 
one,” Bullard said. “It’s 
the Michigan Auto 
Dealers Association 
versus the auto-buying 
public.”

Blood donors needed 
for March 6 'bank'

blood for exactly what it is — a community responsibility. 

Only three percent of all eligible blood donors in this country actually 
donate blood regularly. That’s right! Three percent are providing all 
the blood available on hospital shelves. Three percent are carrying the 
load. 

If you’re wondering just WHO qualifies as being “eligible”, here is a 
simple test. You can usually donate if you answer the following 
questions with a “no”. 

1. Do you weigh less than 110 pounds? 

2. Have you donated blood in the last eight weeks? 

3. Do you have a history of hepatitis? Have you had close contact with 
anyone having same in the last six months? 

4 Have you been pregnant in the last six weeks? 

5. Have you had teeth extractions or oral surgery within the past three 
days? 

6. Have you had a smallpox vaccination with two weeks? 

7. Are you taking insulin for diabetes? 

8. Have you had penicillin within 58 hours? 

9 Have you had a definite attack of malaria or been on antimalarial 
medication in the last three years? If raised in an area where malaria is 
endemic, did you emigrate in the last three years? Have you been in an 
area where malaria is endemic in the last six months? 

10. Have you had major surgery in the past six months? 

Donors must be between the ages of 17 and 66 but 17-year-olds must 
have written parental consent. Persons on medications generally may 
donate so long as their general health is satisfactory.

Rising prices: What costs you the most

Rising prices, with no relief in sight, remain everyone’s concern. Every time 
we pick up a newspaper it seems, we read that the utilities are asking per- 
mission to raise their rates. These utilities usually are granted half of their 
requested increase, only to ask for much more a short time later. Again they 
are granted half, and on it goes. 

In the same vein, each trip to the grocery' store shows an increase in some 
items , and the price of clothing is way out of line with the quality received. 

The average worker is finding it more difficult to save for the future, budget 
for recreation, or even to make ends meet. Imagine the frustration then that 
must be felt by our senior citizens living on a fixed income. 

Today’s question is: “What expense causes the biggest drain on your in- 
come?” 


Cecilia Griffing, 59, of Westland: “My utilities. Gas bills are terrible. The 
forms sent out by the government to senior citizens and low income families 
will be of some help. Seniors should take an interest in this.” 

Elsie Hapiuk, 57, of Westland: “Taxes. After a person is retired and living on 
Social Security, taxes should be cut My children have been out of schol for 11 
years, but we are still paying school tax.” 

Bill Grandy, 66, of Westland: “Heat 1 had one bill for $77 dollars. That really 
hurts I have shut off two bedrooms in my home, and still my bill goes up.” 

Mary Goodsir, 71, of Dearborn Heights: “Rent Last year it was raised $20 in 
January and $25 in October. My security deposit had to be brought up to mat- 
ch.” 

Ethel Gilboe, 76, of Dearborn Heights: “Rent. It takes my whole pension 
check to pay my rent. If thev raise it again, it will take more.” 


Roy Grogetsky, 64, of Westland: “Medical Medical expenses are too high. 
Next year we will be on medicare and it will help somewhat.” 

Ann Harrison, 60, of Inkster: “Food. I eat mostly fruits, vegetables and 
salads, but most people eating meat have much higher grocery bills. I sub- 
stitute something else for the meat.” 

Marge Aubrey, 68, of Dearborn: “Utilities. The price we pay for utilities is 
ridiculous. There should be more control over prices for senior citizens.” 

And from a non-senior, Yonus Howard, 34, of Detroit: “Car insurance. If you 
have an accident, rates keep going up, even u it is your tault or not. If it is not 
your fault, you have to prove it, which is difficult.” 

Although expenses that cause concern vary from individual to individual, one 
fact is obvious: “No one I talked with has escaped the sting of today’s high cost 
of living.

'Too late 
to classify...'

“I was at a baptism on Sunday and didn't remember until now," 
he replied. 

Since the presses were about to roll, I didn’t wait for further 
explanation and took the information. Here goes: 

“Wayne Memorial will host the 1978 Great Lakes 8 Conference 
Swimming and Diving Championship on Thursday and Friday. The 
preliminaries will get underway at 4 p.m. and the finals will be 
held Friday at 7 p.m. Admission is $1 on Thursday and $1.50 on 
Friday. Wayn6, the defending champs, will carry a perfect 12-0 
dual meet record into the championship, the first time the Zebras 
have compiled a perfect dual meet record." 


Dear Mr. Mooradian, 

Thank you for the nice comments on your column two weeks back, 
and thank you for putting up with me this season. I have a few final 
words before we can wrap up the wrestling season; they are about 
seeding and rattails in the State Finals. 

Some past criticism had been directed at the districts' method of 
seeding, some persons to have assumed that criteria was sublimated 
to “politics"; part of the thought was that “coaches determine the 
placement at regional level, the wrestlers don’t get a chance until the 
end erf the regional competition to prove themselves’’. This has been 
somewhat revised by the limited wrestle-out to four places at district 
tournaments. 

One of the better equalizers has been the double elimination 
bracketing at the regional level. 

One of the best has been the double elimination bracketing at the 
State Finals. 

One of the WORST has been the establishment of the ten district, 
five region system with rattails at the State Finals. 

The loser of rattail competition at State was eliminated from any 
further competition in the tournament without recourse to a 
“comeback" via consolation bracket wrestle-backs; this is an unjust 
setup for anything at this late stage of competition. The place for 
rattails, where necessary, is at the district level. 

Placing the rattail at the State Finals, then filling them with first 
vs. fourth seeded wrestlers at each quarter bracket without further 
availability of placement to the loser is, at this high level of com- 
petition, whimsical, to say the least. 

At District 1 in Ann Arbor, there were 14 teams competing, thus 
feeding an automatic two byes per weight class, or 26 for the tour- 
nament; there were 46 byes at District 1. Far better to have too 
many competitors for the 16-man bracket, and allow rattails to 
occur here at this level. 

I’m sure great effort went into an attempt at district levels ta 
assume a balanced distribution of competition, but rattailing in thp 
Finals ruins all that had been previously accomplished to even 
things out.

'school swimmers will be competing for league honors this

«nd secondly to qualify for the state finals. Cherry Hill got 


the jump on its area rivals by wrapping up the Tri-River 
Conference title on Saturday. Both Wayne Memorial gnd 
Livonia Franklin are favored to win their respective 
league championships this weekend. 


Belleville’s junior forward Kelvin 
Patterson and his teammate Herb 
Burrus played a “game of 21” 
during lunch last week and it led to a 
three-day suspension. 

The two reportedly argued over a 
minor detail in the game which is 
decided on what player accumulates 
21 points first and the exchange of 
verbal blows eventually got them 
in trouble with the school officials. 

The two cage standouts paid for 
their quarrel with a three-day 
suspension and didn’t dress for the 
Friday night rematch with 
Plymouth Salem. 

With Patterson and Burrus in the 
lineup, the Tigers, at best, may have 
made Salem sweat - without them 
Salem outclassed and avenged an 
earlier defeat. 

Coach Fred Thomann’s Rocks 
crushed the Tigers 92-62 and coupled 
with league-leading Livonia Ben-

Backyard 

Salmon 



Starting as soon as the ice goes out, the St. Clair River 
at Marine City should be the site of the best fishing ac- 
tion since the ice age began last November. 

Well within reach of the shore fisherman, the first 
sunny days after the ice breaks will usually find spring 
run Coho salmon cruising the shoreline. 

Last year many Detroit area anglers caught limit 
catches while casting small spoons from the shore. The 
fish seemed to show a marked preference for blue and 
silver. Little Cleos and Kastmasters were two lures that 
were very effective. 

Trolling along the shoreline, from the mouth of the 
Belle River north, was very productive last year for the 
boat fisherman. Light weight spoons, such as the Nor- 
thport Nailer, Flutterspoon and Rattlesnakes, rolled 30 
to 50 feet behind the down rigger weights produced the 
best results for me. 

For spring salmon it’s not necessary to have 
downriggers. The various diving planners on the market 
will work quite well. I’ve used Pink Lady planners, but 
the eaily tripped magnetic action of the Dolphin Diver is 
pr^ferrable. 

Another thing that works quite well is the use of long

lines with rubber core sinkers. Start with a quarter- 
ounce of weight placed four-to-six feet about your lure 
and keep adding weight in quarter-ounce increments 
until you connect. 

One sunny morning last March Lance Hinatsu, Buck 
Ryder and myself arrived later than we had intended at 
Marine City. It was 11 before we were able to wet lines. 
In less than an hour we had several good hits and 
managed to boat five fish. 

Then the wind, which had been blowing steadily from 
the southwest, shifted around to the east. We then fished 
from noon until four without marking another fish. 
Spring fishing for salmon can be either fantastic or 
pitiful, and it can change either way in a matter of 
minutes. 

An additional plus about fishing at Marine City is the 
steelhead. The state has planted trout at the mouth of the 
Belle River and you stand a good chance of tying into a 
nice steelhead or brown. 

Unusally quality fishing will develop as soon as the ice 
goes out in the spring and will continue for three weeks 
to a month. Be sure you give it a try. You, re not going to 
find better fishing any closer than this.
